But it should be 
recognized that tho armament treaty 
•does not require this size; it merely 
allows It, as a maximum. 


The United States can at any time 


shrink its navy to smaller and less 
costly dimensions if it likes, and may 
reasonably be expected to do so soon- 
er or later, particularly If Great Brit- 
ain does likewise, nnd if there is no year.
